Great Britain and Germany 


Ask Him to Arbitrate and

Port of Spain, Trinidad, Dec. 22.— 


Official announcement is made here 
that Sir Courtenay Knolleys, the act- 
Ing governor, will issue today a spe- 
cial royal gazette containing a de- 
claration of war against Venezuela. 
This act is one of formality, taken 
•with the intention 
to legalize the 


proclamation of the blockade.

is interdicted. 


When hostile vessels capture a neu- 
tral the property on board is not af- 
fected. A free ship makes free goods. 
They may capture the enemy's ships 
and the enemy's property on board, 
but they must spare neutral vessels 
and all goods therein, whether be- 
longing to the enemy or to neutrals, 
and also neutral goods found in the 
enemy's vessels."

' Washington, Dec. 22.—The United 
States government is awaiting the 
reception of formal answers Drum t'lc 
governments to the president's last 
Buggestion that 
the Venezuelan 


difficulty be referred to The Hague. 
Bo far these responses have not come 
to hand, but it is pretty well under- 
stood that they will hold for the ar- 
bitration 
for President Roosevelt. 


Signs point to the president's ulti- 
mate acceptance of the trust, though 
nothing positive is yet known on 
this point. 
The state department 


has learned that President Cait.ro 
would welcome the selection of Pres- 
ident Boosevelt as arbitrator and all 
the parties interested are united and 
the pressure will be hard to resist. 
Opinion varies as to the termination 
of the blockade of the Venezuelan 
ports. 
In some quarters it is as- 


sumed that if President Boosevelt 
shall accept the duty of arbitrator, 
the allies will call ofi the blocJinde 
at once. 
On the other hand, it is 


pointed out that custom requires the 
terms of the arbitration to be ac- 
curately defined and this will con- 
sume some time, pending which the 
blockade will continue.

. J. W. Durtcan, of Shelby- 
ville, Explains It in His 


Sermons Sunday. 


Rev. J. W. Duncan, of Shelbyville, 


preached two very strong sermons 
in this city Sunday. In the morn- 
ing he filled the pulpit at the Beth- 
any church and in the evening spoke 
in the Third Presbyterian. His sub- 
ject at both churches was "Tithing." 
It means the putting aside of ten per 
cent, of our income into the Lord's 
storehouse. 
He said it settled the 


money problem of the churches in 
the olden times and it will settle it 
today. 
The tithing system is not 


Jewish, not Christian, but like the 
law of the Sabbath, it antedates 
Christianity and Judiasm, and all 
recorded history and inheres in the 
very nature of things. The purpose 
of the tithe is not to support the lo- 
cal church alone, but to propagate a 
world-wide kingdom. 
The church 


which tithes solely for self-support 
violates the spirit of the law and 
will be killed by the letter, the same 
as an individual who lives solely for 
self. A man who gives ten per cent, 
of his income conscientiously 
and 


honestly to the Lord, is bound to get 
along better than he did before so 
doing. It makes him a better man. 
It takes away his selfish naturo mm 
fills his heart full of peace and love 
for his fellow man. It breaks the 
baciboue of greed and creates a will- 
ing mind. 
It trains childreu from 


their cradle to be liberal and con- 
scientious in paying their debt to 
the Lord. The tithe places the rich 
and poor upon an equality. One giv- 
ing aa much proportionately as the 
other. 


Mr. Duncan quoted many passage!) 


from the bible to prove hew careful- 
ly the people of old gave ten per 
cent of their income to the Lord—not 
only of money, but of 
flocks. 
He 


then took up the new testament and 
showed how many places it is men- 
tioned there and how the people pros- 
pered who followed it. 


HOW IT WOBKS TODAY. 


Tithing is not an untried princi- 


ple. 
Thousands of Christians have 


adopted it in recent years, and have 
taken Christ in some measure into 
partnership in their business. • 


Testimony has been gathered from 


this army of tithers, and it is prac- 
tially unanimous as to its spiritual 
and financial benefits, and out of the 
thousands who have made • the ex- 
periment, we have yet to learn of the 
first instance in which a man's busi- 
ness has been wrecked, or his fam- 
ily brought to want by close adher- 
ence to this rule. 


It his not only been tried by indi- 


viduals, but by churches, with 
re- 


sults which speak for themselves. 
Possibly the most conspicuous ex- 
ample of a local church is that of 
Wesley chapel, Cincinnati. The pas- 
tor of this church told me that they 
had reached that point in their his- 
tory when they had to do something 
different from what they had ever 
done before as to their finances or 
nail up the doors of the church. They 
tried fairs and festivals, and bazaars 
and a ceaseless round of entertain- 
ments, but the church was always 
behind and growing worse with each 
succeeding year. 


In 1895 the pastor and three of 


the official members and their wives 
met at the home of one of the mem- 
bers to discuss the gloomy outlook 
of the church. Everything had been 
tried, but God's plan. 
It was sug- 


gested that they try the Bible meth- 
od. 
This was met by one of the 


number, who said he had been tith- 
ing for years,, but it was in a gen- 
eral way and for many objects. But 
the scriptures declared that the tithe 
was the Lord's 
already, and that 


they had no right to give that which 
the Lord had reserved and the only 
thing remaining was to bring all of 
it into God's store-house. 


They agreed to enter into a written 


covenant to do this, and it was per- 
mitted by the church board to be- 
come a part of the financial plan, so 
that whosoever desired to voluntar- 
ily enter into this covenant could do 
so, and they were to be relieved from 
all further financial obligations to 
the church. 


When this covenant 
was first 


•signed the spiritual condition of the 
church was at a low ebb—growing 
out of the contentions for fairs, fes- 
tivals, etc. Some fayorlng and some 
opposing. 
From the first Sabbath 


that the tithe was adopted as a part 
of the financial plan, in 1895, to the 
present time, the church has steadily 


increased 
numerically, 
financially 


and spiritually. 


At the end of the first year the 


treasurer of tjie board of stewards 
and 
the tithe treasurer 
presented 


their separate reports before the en- 
tire congregation, that they might 
see what God had done in answer to 
the faith of those who covenanted to 
take Him at His word. 


The result was wonderful. During 


the first year about one-fifth of the 
membership had entered 
into the 


covenant, and yet at the close of the 
year for the first time in the history 
of the church every obligation 
had 


been promptly met, both in the local 
and general work. The ratio shows 
that those who tithed gave twenty- 
four times as much for every man, 
woman and child as those who con- 
tributed by other means. While the 
attendance and faithfulness of those 
who tithed upon the prayer and class 
meetings were about in the same pro- 
portion. 


This church had a membership 


when it began tithing of 350; in five 
years it had increased to 650. The 
Sunday 
school from 250 to 540, 


while the class meetings had more 
than quadrupled in attendance. 


Every meeting has become one for 


evangelistic work. There is no night 
when the church is not open for somo 
meeting, all dissensions have ceased 
and peace is within her borders. 


No subscriptions are asked for any 


cause, and iio extra collections taken. 
The pastor receives his check each, 
week for the amount of his salary 
due, and all bills paid promptly, and 
the church has gone to the head of 
the Cincinnati conference in its evan- 
gelistic spirit and in its contribu- 
tions to the great benevolent causes 
of the church, and the pastor's mind 
is relieved from 
all 
anxiety of 


finances and is permitted to devote 
his entire time to the spiritual work 
of the church. 


The First 
Methodist Episcopal 


church in Shelbyville, of which I am 
pastor, may serve as another illus- 
tration of what the tithing system 
will do tor any church that will con- 
scientiously practice it. 


In the spring of 1901 the White 


Water Presbytery met in tho city of 
Shelbyville. 
The pastor 'of that 


church, First Presbyterian, invited 
the pastor of Wesley chapel, Cincin- 
nati, and one of his laymen, Mr. 
William G. Boberts, to address the 
Presbytery on the subject of tithing.

RIVERS ARE ON RAMPAGE 


High Water from Recent Rain? 


Looked Dangerous for 


Several Hours. 


The rains of the past few days, to- 


gether with the rapid melting of the 
recent heavy snow, have caused the 
St. Joseph, St. Mary's and Maumee 
rivers to rise to an unusual height, 
and at 11 o'clock this morning, when 
the maximum was reached, they were 
between twelve and fourteen feet 
above normal. 


As far as is known no serious 


damage has been done, although the ' 
people living between the St. Joseph 
river and Spy Run avenue, near the 
bridge, were fearful for a time that 
they would be forced to abandon 
their houses unless the flood subsid- 
ed. Soon after 
11, however, the 


waters had begun to go down, and at 
2 o'clock this afternoon had fallen 
about four inches. 


The families of William Sproat and 


Adam Rodenbeck, living on Baltes 
avenue, were obliged to abandon 
their homes temporarily this morn- 
ing, and while several other houses 
were altogether 
or -partially sur- 


rounded by water, the occupants de- 
cided to take chances and remain. 
The houses occupied by Mr. Roden- 
beck and Mr. Sproat are situated in 
a depression and this morning when 
the families arose they found them- 
selves completely cut off from dry 
land, the water being from two to 
three feet deep about the houses, and 
almost on a level with the floors. 


The police department was called 


upon to rescue the two families and 
the police boat was dispatched to the 
scene in the patrol wagon.

It may not be the best motive to

Shipwrecked Sailors Picked 


Up at Sea After Days 


of Suffering. 


SCHOONERS IN COLLISION 


Big Sailing Vessels Go Down 


and a Dozen Men Find 


Watery Graves. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 22.—The fish- 


ing 
schooner Manhassett 
arrived 


here early today, having on board 
ten survivors of the wrecked schoon- 
ers Frank A. Palmer and Louise B. 
Crary, which were in collision Wed- 
nesday night off Thatcher's island. 
Eleven or more sailors were either 
killed direct in the collision, drowned 
or died from exposure. After the ac- 
cident fifteen or more men from eith- 
er vessel took to a small boat. 


The Louise B. Crary was a five- 


masted and the Frank A. Palmer a 
four-master schooner. 
They were 


both coal laden, bound for Boston. 
At 
8 a. m., when the Manhassett 


was 45 miles off Highland light, the 
lookout sighted a small boat with 
men who were making signals of 
distress. 
The Manhassett changed 


her course and bore down on the lit- 
tle craft, which proved to be the boat 
which had b<en launched from 
the 


Crary. 
Only ten of the men aboard 


her were alive and they were almost 
haipless as a result of the exposure 
to the rigorous weather. 


JUMPED OVERBOARD. 


Saturday night one man became 


crazed by his sufferings and shout- 
ing at the top of his voice that the 
police were after 
him, he jumped 


overboard and disappeared. 
Four 


other members of the little boat's 
company died from exhaustion and 
the exposure to which they had been 
subjected. 


All the survivors were frost bitten 


and some of them will probably have 
to have their feet and hands ampu- 
tated. 


The Manhassett came into the har- 


bor 
early 
this morning, showing 


signals for assistance and by the 
time she arrived at a wharf ambu- 
lances 
were ready to transfer the 


sailors to the hospital. 
Only stx of 


the men could be removed, however. 
The other four were in such a criti- 
cal condition that it .was deemed im- 
possible that they could survive be- 
ing taken from the vessel. 


Two of the men on the Manhassett 


ar» Captain W. H. Potter, of 
the 


Louise B. Crary, and Captain R. S. 
Rawling, of the Frank A. Palmer. 
The other two men are sailors, both 
of whom are raving maniacs. 


SURVIVORS CRAZED. 


The men taken to the hospitaUwere 


not only in a critical condition phys- 
ically, but they were in such a men- 
tal plight 
that nothing could be 


learned of them as to their experi- 
ence. Little by little, however, the 
crew of the Manhassett had learned 
something of the hardships of the 
shipwrecked men. It appears that 
the collision occurred tit 7:30 o'clock 
last Wednesday night, some miles off 
Cape Ann. The night was clear, but 
a stiff gale was blowing and the sea 
was running high. The members of 
the Palmer's crew claimed that the 
Crary was on the wrong tack and in 
attempting to cross the Palmer's bow 
hit her on the bow, cutting her nose 
square off, and entangling both ves- 
sels in the wreck. The anchor and 
bowsprit of the.Palmer sank away 
from the wreck, while the anchor of 
the Crary was tangled in the fore 
rigging of the Palmer and broke off 
the foremast. The vessels began to 
fill and sank in a few minutes. 


The Palmer's men managed to low- 


er a boat. There was no time to pro- 
cure provisions or additional cloth- 
ing. 
As the .men cleared the wreck 


of their vessel they saw the Crary's 
men in the same plight as they were 
in the small craft, when it finally 
pulled away, 
both captains being 


among those who thus escaped. 
A 


short time after the boat left both 
schooners went down. Six men per- 
ished when the vessels sank. 


LONG, HARD BATTLE. 


For the survivors, a battle which 


lasted three days and four nights 
had begun. 
One third of the num- 


ber succumbed in the fight and of 
those who finally reached shore, none 
was able to realize what they had 
escaped. 


The Louise B. Crary was a compar- 


atively new vessel. 
She -was built 


by the New England ship-building 
company, at Bath, Maine, in 1900, 
and was one of the finest five-mast- 
ers on the coast. 
Her cargo con- 


sisted of 3,702 tons-of bituminous 
coal consigned to this port. The ves- 
sel was only partially insured, but 
her cargo of coal was fully covered. 


The Frank A. Palmer was the larg- 


est four-masted schooner ever con- 
structed. 
She was built at Bath, 


Maine, in 1897, and was sold to J. S. 
Winslow & Co., of Portland, Maine. 
She sailed from Newport News on 
Dec. 
4, with 4,700 tons of. coal for 


Boston. 


PRISONER DIES BY PACT. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 22.—John 


Tube, an aged prisoner> ended his life 
in a jail cell yesterday in accordance 
•Kith a pact which the officers say he 
made with Rudolph Schaum, a fellow 
prisoner. The discovery of Tabe's 
body prevented Schaum from carry- 
ing out his part of the agreement. 
Both men were being held awaiting 
trial on charges of shooting to kill 
their wives. They occupied adjoin- 
ing cells and became very intimate 
during the time allowed them for ex- 
ercise, keeping apart from other pris- 
oners. Tabe secured a rope from the 
dining room and gave half of it to 
Schaum, who was making prepara- 
tions to hang himself when the dis- 
covery was made, 


WILL KILL ALL FOREIGNERS. 


Shanghai, Dec. 22.—The North 


China Daily News has received the 
serious news from Shensi that Tung 
Fu Siang, the exile Chinese com- 
mander whose 
execution 
was de- 


manded . by the powers, but who is 
supposed to be p rotected by the dow- 
ager empress, is mobilizing in Kansu 
10,000 well-equfpped troops, among 
whom are' included the 
provincial 


garrison of 4,000 men who were dis- 
banded by imperial command. The 
purpose of Tung Fu Siang Ss the ex- 
termination of foreigners In the pro- 
vinces of Shensi and Kansu and the 
seizure of Slanfu. Friendly officials 
are advising foreigners anu mission- 
aries to depart in order to avoid the 
impending trouble. Tung Tu Siang 
is buying great quantities of grain 
and fodder: He is in constant com- 
munication with Prince Tuan and the 
dowager empress and Yung Lu are 
believed to be secretly encouraging 
hir.i ar.d supplying hhn with money. 


CHRISTMAS MAIL BURNED. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 22.—Official 


report of the burning of a car load of 
Christmas mail en route for tho west 
was made here at 3:45 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon by the crew of mail 
clerks arriving here from New York 
on the fast mail No. 3 on the New 
York Central, which left'New York 
at 8:45 a. m. Only twenty or thirty 
out of 800 pouches were saved, the 
burned mail being for Chicago and 
points further west. 
Some of the 


mail was destined for the Philippines 
and Fiji islands. The mail sacks 
were in a storage car which carried 
no clerks. The crew was on the car 
behind and discovered the fire be 
tween Peekskill ar.d Highland. The 
car was left burning at tho latter sta- 
tion. 


INVENTS GHEWSOME DEVICE. 


Reading, Pa., Dec. 22.—Dr. R. B. 


Blandell, formerly of New Mexico, 
now living in this city, haa invented 
a device for the hanging of mur- 
derers which he wants the county 
commissioners to adopt. He 
has 


made a design to show how the de- 
vice will work. A piece of steel is 
fitted behind the neck of the con- 
demned. The steel has sharp corners, 
the edges rounded off, and it is cov- 
ered with three thicknesses of cloth. 
The rope is passed through the holes 
at cither end and when the rope is 
drawn taut the steel presses against 
the neck. By this means, the inven- 
tor says, the neck will 
always be 


broken and a quick death will result.

usually in the evening, when traffic 
on Calhoun street is almost invari- 
ably, about 6 o'clock, blockaded by 
cars and engines. 
We believe the 


board of works has this tunnel matter 
before it in some shape. It ought to 
Joe unnecessary to urge the utmost 
promptitude in putting the project 
into some tangible shape. The Penn- 
sylvania company will co-operate 
cheerfully in promoting it. The Wa- 
bash company need not be taken into 
account. The city's rights are clear 
and since the Wabash company seems 
indisposed to move 
except 
under 


compulsion, 
let the fight come at 


once.

Tennessee Capital 
Ravaged 


by a Costly Blaze in 


Business Center, 


Knoxville, Tenn., Dec. 22.—The 


worst fire which has occurred in the 
business portion of the city since the 
disastrous million-dollar conflagra- 
tion of 1897, broke out early today 
in a four-story building on Commerce 
avenue, directly opposite the central 
fire station and occupied by 
the 


Knoxville Pants company. 
In two 


hours' time the buildings adjoining 
it on Commerce avenue, occupied by 
Boyles, McClellan & Kicker, agricul- 
tural implement dealers; the David 
Commission company, the large es- 
tablishment of the George Brown 
Hardware company, on Gay street; 
the -Shanklin Grain company, and the 
R. H. Cattee & Co.'s building, on 
the same street, had been completely 
destroyed. 
The six-story building 


of Mc'Teer, Hood & Co.. wholesale 
clothiers, and the three-story build- 
ing of the Davis Furniture company, | 
which were reported burned, with- 
stood the storm of flying embers and 
were but little damaged. Brandau & 
Kennedy, retail clothiers; W. 1. New- 
tori, jeweler's; the 
Whitle-Shence 


Trunk company, and other retail 
stores on Gay street, opposite the 
burning structures, "were consider- 
ably dnmme'ed. 
Conservative insur- 


ance men say the loss will be between 
8400,000 and $500,000. Other esti- 
mates place it much higher. 


The McTcer & Davis buildings and 


several 
other structures were in i 


flames time nnd again, but they were I 
saved with small damage by hard j 
work 011 the part of the firemen. Sev- 
eral explosions occurod in the hard- 
ware company's building, scattering 
bricks and merchandise in every di- 
rection, but no one was injured. 


The collapse of the hardware com- 


pnny's building saved the business 
district from a loss of two millions 
at least, the flnmcs being easily 
handled aft*- that big structure had 
fallen. 


The heaviest loss is that of the 


George Brown Hardware company, 
which carried a i? 180,000 stock. Tho 
building, owned by Col. Clias. M. Mc- 
Ghcc, of New York, \vas valued at 
$30,000.

In 1886 he was elected secretary of 
state of Indiana and 
re-elected in 


1888. 
In 1384 he was delegate to 


the national republican convention. 
In 1892 he was chosen delegate at 
large from Indiana to the national re- 
publican convention at Minneapolis. 
He was one of General Harrison's 
strongest supporters. 
In 
1890-91 


he was commander in chief of the 
Rons of Veterans 
of 
the 
United 


States. In 1891 he moved to Ham- 
i.iond, Ind., and there continued the 
practice of law to the time of hia 
death. 
He also opened nn office in 


Chicago and formed a partnership 
with ex-Chief Justice Olds, of Indi- 
nna. In 1892 he was mentioned in 
connection with the governorship of 
Indiana, but would not permit the 
use of his namo. He was a fine trial 
lawyer and orator. He was a charter 
member of the Columbus club of In- 
rtianapolis, a member of the Union 
League club of Chicago, a thirty-sec- 
ond degree Mason and a member of 
the Knights of Pythias.
